justin: no one is planning to do a full length l.p. with us. 

are you staying on watermark? 

jay: were not sure yet what we are doing,but eventually there 
will be an l.p., hopefully..? 

explain the lyrics to the song grade curve? 

jay: it's about judging people, because of looks,or what there 
external feature is. it's just something i wanted to write 
about as well. 

justin: actually the song grade curve ,we were listenung to 
a kiss tape and we were like man thats fat.(!aughter)and we 
had to write a song as good as old kiss. 

how did you get the name lincoln? 

john: it was an old icefan song, and we we were trying to find 

a name for our new band and it sounded pretty good.

bigger labels. 

dan: i'd love to make a living off of music. 

jay: if the band changes to suit the lable.like if they say we'll 

sign you but you have to turn up your distortion and bang your 

head or whatever. 

john: you figure that there is just no use stagnating, and keep¬ 
ing your band in one spot, you might as well move forward, 
jay: alot of people are like, "yea, a major label", like the 
people that work for them are scum, they just want to make 
money, but I see alot of kids in the hardcore scene that do 
labels are alot worse. It just all depends, just as long as the 
attention of the music stays the same... i dont see any harm 
in it. 

how is the scene in morgantown? 
john: it varies alot. 

jay: it's a college town it is always changing, the people 
always come and go. there is a couple of different scenes, 
there is more of like the college scene, the bar scene that alot 
of bands are playing, then there's a younger scene like alot 
of high school kids come to the shows.

do you guys get played on college stations? 



jay: no we never give them records. 

justin: they don't get along with us (laughter) 

jay: people don't really like us in w. virgina.,were the 

bastards. 

john: we just don't really hang out with every one else 
justin: they want us to be like R.E.M. 

do they like your music at all ? 

jay: theres people that do and people that don't, it 
seems like alot of people that have control,that 
write for papers and work at radio stations don't like us 
but theres other people that do. 

your music is kind of heavy. 

jay:yea i guess some of the music is heavy and some 

people aren't into it that. 

dan. especially on the 7inch. 

jay: yea, like the 7inch we recorded a long time ago.

jay: it was great,fuckin dayton people are the best people 
.we love all the people in Ohio, it gave alot of bands a chance 
to play in front of alot of people, that normally they wouldn't 
play in front of. it was really good to us,we got alot of 
connections from it. the people who put it on were great. 

what do you think of this show ?,with the baracade 
and everything... 

jay: this is weird, i don't understand why they had it in this 
big place, if it was in a club it would be alot cooler, it seems 
like everyone is bored. 

john. we played a basement last night and we couldn't move 
but it was alot of fun. 

where are you touring? 

jay. we're going from here to DC then out through new jersey 
and new york then up through mass., mostly like the east coast 
then out to missouri and Illinois and around there, 
john.thats about as far as well go. 

how do you guys get along on tour? 

jay: this is our second day and we haven’t killed each 
other yet. 


jay: its alot more musical, 
justin: alot more original,

how was the more than music festival? 


awsome,it was incredible.i got to meet so many beautifull kids 
from all over the country.it was really emotional and i felt really 
good about playing. 

what’s the scene like in the midwest? 

the midwest in general rules,it's awsome.we played a show the 
other day and there was 13 hundred kids there.it was just us 
and a couple of local bands, split lip played a couple of weaks 
ago and there was like 900 kids.it's all over the midwest, the sh¬ 
ows are huge,the kids are really into it,and the best part about 
the scene is there is a good mix,there is alot of girls involved in 
the scene (wich up here all i pretty much see is white middle 
classed males),minorities. it gives you a really good feeling as a 
band to play for these people. 

what’s the difference in the kids in the midwest and the 
east coast? 

well as I said before first of all, sure all scenes follow trends but, 

I think it is a little less trendy in the midwest, on the east coast a 
lot of kids grew up on youth of today and bands like that, the 
midwest we grew up with old hardcore.my roots were black flag 
and circle jerks and bands like that, so that right there gives a 
whole underlining difference, second of all as I said before I see 
a lot of more diversity in the midwest and the people that come 
to shows.there is a less of gossip thing in the midwest.I get up 
here and get asked so many questions it's just rumor capital of 
the world here.I don't see alot of that in the midwest.The shows 
aren't as rough, there is not a bunch of stupid karate fighting shit 
in the midwest. I hate that,’ we played last time here at middlesex 1 
and there was blood on the floor,what the fuck was that 9 We 
come to shows because we feel safe at shows,we want to do 
something different that's why we are not hanging out with our 
high school buddies,and going to football games,and getting 
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fucked up and screwing our girlffiends.I go to shows to find 
safety,and I don't want to feel like I can get hurt seeing a band 
play that I like. 

are you planning to put any new records? 

Yeah within the next month we’re going into the studio, and we 
are also doing a tour and we're going out to the west coast and 
spend some time out there this summer. I think we'll play a 
couple shows like in the bigger city's on the east coast were 
kids can get out to see us. But we don't have time to do a 
united states tour because we only get off a month and I go to 
school full time so it's kind of hard for our schedule. 

what shows we you playing here on the east coast now? 

we just played Boston, Middlesex,and then were going back 
home. Again in early summer we'll tiy to hit up here again, and 
play some shows in this area, but there all tentative we haven't 
made any dates. 

how do feel about vegetarianism?and hardline? 

I feel very strongly toward it,IVe been a vegan for about 2 and 
half now and I mean that,and rape are the things I'm most ade- 
ment about! mean it's murderj'm not hardline because I think 
adolence isn't going to to solve anything, I think people have to 
be changed,I think it's okay to be vocal,I thinks okay to say 
man your an asshole,because you're eating meat.Because 
animals,are dying,again it goes to desensitization of society. 
Theres no spirituality left,people have forgotten that the animals 
have souls. People are just like, "well there just like candy bars 
,there like a machine we can eat these". Ya know, its not like 
that and i think people don't see it as violence. Its important 
for people that are vegetarians to express that eating meat is 
violence, animals don't want to die,you are slaughtering some- 
-thing that has its own life. It wasn't raised saying "gosh i'm 
going to be an awesome steak one day". I also think animal 
testing is a crime. I mean i'm still kind of mixed on it,it saves 
alot of peoples lives,and sometimes it saves other animals 
lives, but for cosmetics its ridiculous. 

are you krishna conscious?and how do you feel about 
it? 






to be conscious means to be god conscious. Although i may 
not be culturally into krishna,like i don't buy all the vedic 
scriptures. I belive in a god very strongly. The krishna phil- 
-osiphy is beautiful, but i think all religions are bias just bec- 
-ause the time and place they were written. To me gods im- 
-portant and you can tell by our lyrics everthing is about a 
soul and what i feel on the inside, nobodies going to tell me 
that i'm a fucking machine, that i was somehow accidentally 
created. (This sounds so clique i sound i'm shelter) but i'm 
not a bunch of chemicals and particals. when i'm mad at som- 
-ebody and when i'm in love with somebody its not fake. 

Then i should just kill myself why do i want to be a clone, i 
mean heck, what can they make me? they can make a rob 
pennington someday?, like well if i put this nerve there and 
this nerve here and robs personality, i don't want that. 

how far do you think your going to go? when do you think 
you will stop and move on? 


i don't know,right now we're doing pretty well and i really en¬ 
joy it. endpoint will stop when we stop having things to offer 
for kids, we're not musicians,we're not hoping to be on mtv,we 
don't want to be like quicksand.i think they are a great band, 
hopefully when we play kids can take something home and 
think about it.when we lose the capacity to give to the people, 
i guess that's when we'll stop and try something else.
